Sunday will be devoted to -an auto 
tour of Detroit and Canada. At 5 
that afternoon we embark on the "offi- 
cial road" 'I'm. DETROIT and Ci.kvk- 
LAND Navigation Co. steamer — 550- 
ft. long, 100-ft. beam, costing $3,500,-
